being sid. The whole ia 
surrounded by  harbed. wire, 
and centries sre on guard. Al- 
though a few of the Prassien 
Goardamen declare “ that ‘thut 
wouid far rather. be fighting than 
felling trees for the -Eeglish, by 
far the greater uumber prefer 
their life in captivity to tbhut 
waoich they experienced in the 
trencues, Generally speaking; 
after the fires few auye the mou 
are inciiued “to by. frien wyy » tu- 
wards theie goards, and Bppreciy 
ate Guy Jitle Liberties which are 
allowed them.

msn Field-Marshal, Mr. de 
Beaufort had an excellent oppor- 
tunity tostady the man who ine 
vented the famous line—recantly 
somewhat bent.and punctured— 
sod he tella in “ Behind the Ger- 
maa Veil,""a book published by 
Dodd,'Mesd & Co., how he blaft- 
ed bie way, into the presence of.
